And conſider, that, in oppoſition 
to what was laſt mentioned, from the 
Spiritual Power of the Devil, which 
he acts in this Darkneſs, all the ſin- 
cre are truly, and ſhall be fully deli- 
rered ; whereas from his External 
Power they are many times not deli- 
vered.
